Disarmament to Be Deferred—

GENEVA, Nov. 24 (by telephone to 
Paris).—American advocates of the 
League of Nations. will be‘ disappointed 
if they expect too great accomplishments 
by the first Assembly now mecting here. 
As a matter of fact, as time goes on, 
the -leaders are beginning to - discover 
more and more clearly the great ~bar- 
riers which they face in carrying out 


the Leagud program... The most damag- 
ing factors are two: 

First, the fact that the World War 
has not been finished long enough - to 
Permit sincere co-operation by the na- 
j tions. of, the id. 

Second, y absence of the United 
States and Germany. 

These factors,” the League leaders hope, 
time -will remove. But other obstacles 
are likely to be more enduring, for they 
are inhérent in human nature—the jeal- 
ousy ‘of little nutions for their . sov- 
ereignty, conflict between ‘the theory of 
the equality of nations and the fact“ of 
their inequality, and the desiré by big 
nations to use the League for. selfish 
purposes. : 

When the Assembly ends, probably 
about the first week in December, its 
big accomplishment will have been that 
forty-one nations met at the same table 
to discuss their affairs and difficulties. 
That never happened before in the his- 
tory of the world, but it has become 
clear that it is difficult to get forty- 
one nations to agree to disarm, to agree 
to sacrifice certain of their preroga- 
tives, to agree te submit their quarrels 
to arbitration as long as other nations 
remain outside the League, and conse- 
quently outside the obligations —- 
they have assumed. 

France Bars Disesulie New. 

I have said that the meeting has taken 
place too near the great war.. How can 
this be better shownethan in the ques- 
tion of disarmament, a matter about 
which League enthusiasts hoped to make 
great progress at this meeting? But 
Bourgéois, for France, lays down the 
hard fact that France will not take a 
single step until Germany fulfills the 
terms of the Treaty of Versailles and 
until the Allies have the complete power 
of investigating the state of Germen 
armament. Yet: Bourgeois admits that 
Germany has begun to fulfill the treaty 
terms and that is considered hope for 
the future. 

Again France is absolutely against the 
entry of Germany into the League and 
has blogked it until Germany .shows a 
better disposition toward the fulfilment 
of the'treaty terms. © This ‘is another 
echo of the wer. Many delegates express 
the opinion that it was a mistake to give 
the League any task in enforcing the 
treaty, for whenever any question of 
that sort comes‘up those countries which 
were netural during the war-scoff. - 
-The absence of the United States also 
places a barrier’on the whole question 
of disarmament. This assembly will 
name a commission to study the problem 
but the question may ‘be asked how is 
any one to suppose that.-England and 
Japan will agree to limit the number of 
their warships while America, not being 
a-member of the ‘League, does not sub- 
mit to a similar undertaking. -

GREENWOOD ‘RAPS ASQUITH 


Accuses Him of “‘Loathsome Alliance 
With Sinn Fein’’—Says Our

LONDON, Nov. 24.—Alleged plans for 
blowing up the Liverpool docks ani the 
Manchester power and water plants are 
said to show that they were made in 
military fashion after détailed. reports: 
with drawings had been forwarded to 
Irish Republican.army officers by spies 
at each place ‘that was destined for 
destruction. 

The plans, which are said to have been 
captured when the documents relating 
to the spreading of typhoid and glanders 
were captured, were made public to- 
night after the statement of Sir Hamar 
Greenwood in’ the House of Commons 
today. 

The Liverpool plan called for twenty~ 
three officers, twenty-seven engineers 
and .seventy-five privates, with 800 
pounds of a high explosive, for attack- 
ing twenty-one points, most of them 
dock gates, with a view to. stranding 
ships. . 

Diversions suggested in the report 
would consist ‘‘of numerous fires im 
cotton and other warehouses, starting 

a half hour before the other operations.”’ 

Apparently every precaution was taken 
for dealing with the * enemy. forces ’’— 
the police of both Liverpool and Man- 
chester. The latter, plan dealt with the 
destruction. of ei street eek wae 
in Manchester,: pervina be 
and tram lines, with “fammet 
plosives; and also, the ine 
pumping station, which furnishes water 
tonsa large part of the city, 

Suggestions that it waa probable Sinn 
Fein agents would attack prominent’ per- 
sons *afid property.in London afd ‘other 
large_ cities of England have been cur- 
rent’ during the last. few days, but noth- 
ing substantial has been found to lend 
color to them. The~ Daily Graphic 
claimed today that a **high authority ”’ 
had said the British secret. service had 
discovered a Sinn Fein plot aimed .at 
the citizens of London, The newspaper 
added that the secret service recently 
discoyered a Sinn Fein plot to-destroy 
property elsewhere, -mentioning ‘the 
Manchester ship canal and the Liverpool 
docks, “‘ the chosen scenes of Sinn Fein 
outrages.’’’ Elaborate precautions, it is 
said, have been taken at both places: 

The Sinn. Fein official publication, The 
Irish Bulletin, prints what purports to. 
be a circular from the Royal Irish Con- 
stabulary headquafters to, police inspec- 
tors,. warning the latter’ of the Sinn 
Fein’ intention to employ. Irish women 
in committing outrages, -and instruct- 
ing. them to remember this when con- 
ducting investigations. : 

Tells of Irish Terrors. 

The most conspicuous -incident_in the 
Irish debate in the House of Commons 
today was the revelation by Sir Hamar 
Greenwood, Chief Secretary for Ire- 
land, of Sinn Fein plans to destroy 
property in Liverpool and Manchester, 
2 revelation which was greeted by. Jo- 
seph Devlin with the exclamation, ‘‘ All 
that was written ih. Dublin Castle." 

Specific instructions for the manu- 
facture of certain high explosives had 
been discovered, the Chief Secretary de- 
clared, and two carefully detailed plans 
for the destryction of a ‘large powér- 
house in Manchester and of docks in 
Liverpool had been found. In the 
pool case, he said, among the de-- 
tails were instructions regarding action 
at twenty-one points, involving the use 
of 800 pounds of gelignite. 

Reading other “documents showing the 
effect of the present policy’ of the Gov- 
ernment, Sir Hamar quoted a statement 
froma high ‘‘ Republican Army” of- 
ficer to the effect that the ‘‘enémy ” 
had found a very effective methdéd °of 
disrupting the Republican. Army’s move- 
ments.

Announcement was made yesterday of 
a gift by John D. Rockefeller, in mem- 
ory of his late wife, of $63,763,357.387 for 
the benefit of charities and public in- 
stitutions chiefly or largely benefiting 
women and children. ; 

This sum is set apart for the support 
of the. particular organizations which 
had the support of Mrs..Rockefeller dur- 
ing her lifetime, and for other religious 
and. philanthropic institutions of similar 
character. Of the total endowment,. the 
sum of $8,010,721.57 already has been 
appropriated to twenty-two institutions, 
so that something more than $55,000,000 
remains in the fund. -Gifts are not re- 
stricted to the incomé of the fund, but 
may be made from the. capital as well. 

The fund is bejng administered by the 
Laura Spelman Rockefeller Memorial, 
chartered in this State and named in 
honor of the. late Mrs. Rockegetier, who 
died five years ago. 

Rockefeller Gifts Reach $475,000,000. 

The total beméfactions of Mr. Rocke- 
feller have never been made known. Be- 
fore the Industrial. Relations. Commit- 
tee. on Jan: 25,4915, John D. Rockefeller, 
Jr.. aaid that the closest ‘‘ guess’ he 
eer eee make as 8 cobs the total of his father’s

This includes only those gifts of the 
last six years which-have mounted into 
the millions. and have been publicly 
announced. It is believed, that the 
complete. total would “be . well .abové 
half a billion. The figure of $475,000,- 
000 makes Mr. Rockefeller by far the 
most munificent giver known to history, 
the next being Andrew Carnegie, whose 
philanthropies ran into about $350,- 
000,000. 

Mr. Rockefeller, who is 81 years old, 
began his gifts to religious and chari- 
table institutions seventy-five years ago 
with pennies. When he got. his first 
job about sixty-five years ago, he be- 
came. a regular contributor to charities, 
giving dimes. and nickels which he 
methodically noted .in his personal ac- 
count book, Fifty years ago he was 
making pretty large gifts. In 1870 he 
gaye © $20,000 to the Euclid Avenue 
Baptist Church in Cleveland. 

Mr. Rockefeller married Laura C. 
Spelman of Cleveland on Sept. 4, \1864. 
She was.two months younger than him- 
self. They had been schoolmates at 
Cleveland, but Miss Spelman was sent 
to college at Worcester, Mass., and her 
friends thereafter looked for something 
better than a match with John D. Rocke- 
feller, who labored under the social 
handicap of not being ‘a college man.”’ 

,Gave Wife Credit for His Wealth. 

During a talk to friends in Cleveland 
ir the year before the death of his 
wife, Mr. Rockefeller said: 

‘*But for her business sagacity, I 
would still be a poor man. Many times 
her advice has been counter to my ideas, 
but her judgment has invariably proved 
the better. _ 

“Whatever is good about me, what- 
ever success I have had, I owe to- her.” 

After, her death Mr. Rockefeller kept 
iwp all the regular: contributions which 
she had mae to the charities che was 
interestedin. In order to insure perma- 
hent support for her favorite ¢harities, 
he then organized the Laura Spelman 
Rockefeller Memorial, at first intend- 
ing it for her special charities. As was 
the case with the’ Rockefeller Founda- 
tion, the General Education Board and 
other of his charities, the Memorial 
quickly grew far beyond its original

“Keep Quiet!” Cries Victim to 
Police; “ Say, Did You Ever 
Lose $40,000?”

Diamonds valued at $40,000 were 
stolen. early yesterday ‘from Joseph 
Lubitz, wholesale jeweler of 740 Broad- 
way, Brooklyn, by burglars. who ap- 
parently had spent an entire night try- 
ing ‘to rip open a small steel apfe. 
This was one of about twenty large 
thefts reported to. the police yesterday. 

When Lubitz ‘went.“to his salesroom 
yesterday. morning he found the room 
full of smoke, as warm as on a mid- 
Summer day, and fragments of his shat- 
tered steel safe were so hot that :he 
could hardly touch them. Drills, 
acetylene gas torches and “ can 
openers ’’ were scattered around, as if 
the thieves had fled in haste, afraid to 
carry their burglars’ tools with them in 
daylight.’ There were other signs that 
the burglars had left with their loot 
just before Lubitz arrived. 

Lubitz’s safe was new and -“‘ burglar 
proof.’’ When he left Tuesday night he 
turned on the lights and threw up the 
blinds so that passengers on the Flush- 
ing Avenue station of the Broadway 
elevated line could peer into every cor- 
ner of the room. The safe, with a light 
in front of it, was in full view from 
the station. 

The thieves pried their way into an 
‘adjoining office, out of view of the 
station, broke into Lubitz’s salesroom, 
pulled down the blinds, and ‘went to 
work. It is a police theory that they 
had a look-out on the elevated station. 

“Night's Work for Professionals.’’

COMMODORE BENEDICT. 

Great artist in the difficult art of 
viability, EX.ias. CoRNELIUS BENEDICT 
had nearly eighty-seven years of for- 
tunate life in which there can lave 

been few days of dullness. An alert 
and successful man of business, he 
gave his leisure largely to yachting. 
For. fifty years he sailed-or steamed 
on the seas. He weathered wild 
storms on the.Caribbean as hé had 
weathered: financial storms in Wall 
Street. From the still-vexed Ber- 
moothes to the strange world of the 
Amazon his journeys led him. It is 
estimated that hé made 400,000 miles 
6f sea travel, which, to most of us 
sedentary folk, means travel in the 
realms of gold. .He wasn’t selfish 
about his pleasures. ‘ He loved to con- 
duct parties of friends on his marine 
expeditions. Once he made a rescue 
at sea. He was our gréatest long- 
distance ‘amateur sailor, and the dis- 
appearance of his rugged and kindly 
figure removes a “familiar remem- 
brancer of old times. 

. He was a. philanthropist, too, Jee 
faithful to his duties as a rich ™an; 
but he was best known as an amateur 
yachtsman, and especially as the 
friend. and entertainer of Grover 
CLEVELAND, JosmPH Jerrenson ‘and 
‘* Fighting Bos’” Evans, those broth- 
ers of the rod. On his yacht, when 
the Silver bill was- still pending and 
everything was at sixes and sevens at 
Washington, a surgical operation was 
performed on President CLEVELAND; 
an operation which for reasons of 
State and business it was desirable to 
Keep from public notice. It was hid- 
den ina secrecy which seems almost 
impossible in the case of~so_ famous 
a subject, and the details of it were 
revealed only a year or two ago. Com- 
modore BENEDICT never went into pub- 
lic life, but he was a ‘faithful -con- 
tributor to Democratic funds, and I*-. 
CLEVELAND had no more thorough- 
going adherent, 

Commodore BENEDICT used to repeat 
some humorous and philosophical re- 
marks of Mr. CLEVELAND as Piscator 
that showed him to be a worthy mem- 
ber of the angler’s craft. ‘’ Mr. 
“* CLEVELAND used™to say when we'd 
** come home with hardly a bite: ‘ At

3 Special Cable to Tus New York TimMzs, 
PARIS, Nov. 24.—Two hundred thou- 

sand francs damages, to be paid to 
some war charity, have’ been asked by 
the prosecution in civil proceedings 
against a French Doctor at Nimes, 
whose two patients, sisters, named Ar- 
naud, died-as a result, it is alleged, of 
his carelessness. As usual in the French 
courts the civil suit brought by the 
parents and the graver charge by the 
public prosecutor, of homicide by neglect 
and professional incapacity, are being 
tried at the same time. 

As the trial proceeds an even. wider 
interest is being taken in it than was at 
first the case.

~ -Benator Calder spoke particularly of 
soft coal. He has for three, weeks. been 
holding hearings in nearly all parts of 
the country, he said, and so was not 
thoroughly familiar with the anthracite 
gituation, which is of great importance 
in New York State only. It is under- 
stood, however, that any radical coal 
control bill wold cover the anthracite 
industry. 

‘Benator Calder shied at the word 
“nationalization,” because of its im- 
Plications of confiscation and Sovietism, 
tut described the contemplated plan for 
Gealing Federally with coal, as includ- 
fing the supervision of coal’ mining, 
transportation and delivery and the 
fixifig of prices. He would not go fur- 
ther into details because he had not con- 
sulted recently with the other members 
of the Reconstruction Committee. 

Coal Men Have 10 Days to Act, 

The coal operators still have ten days’ 
grace in which to show what they can

lems. During the three weeks following

ISSUES COAL PROGRAM 


Sees Remedy in Co-operation of 
Operators, Labor, Railroads 
and Large Consumers.. 

The Coal Stabilization Committee or- 
ganized by Herbert Hoover, as Presi- 


dent of e American Institute of 
Mining and Metallurgical Engineers, 


made public yesterday the following 


conclusions as to the remedies required 
to stabilize the soft coal industry: 


That the bituminous industry, by the 
nature of its.organization, functions eco- 
nomically in a too inefficient manner. 
ployment in the industry averages 220 days 
per annum, with a minimum djstrict aver- 
age of less than 200. Thus a labor staff 
and capital investment of fully 30 per cent. 
more is required’ than would gtherwise be 
necessary. From this flows a high daily 
wage, a considerable portion of the just 
complaints of labor and a higher cost of 
coal to the consumer. 

The causes are very largely: 

Intermittency in seasonal demand. 

Irregularity ef car supplies 

Lack of storage facilities and incentive 
for their use. 

The cure lies in: 

The co-operation of ‘railroads in the 


establishment of seasonal differentials in 
rates that will induce-Summer demand.. 

Increased trangportation facilities and a 
more efficient and equitable distribution of 
oars. 

An increased use of central and inter- 
connected electric power stations. 

A lower selling price’ in dull seasons, 
made possible by differentials in profits, 
freight rates and baggy 

A recognition by he larger consumers, 
such as Federal, State and municipal in- 
stitutions, railroads, public utilities and 
industrial plants that not only continuity of 
operations, but also the safety of the pub- 
lic, demands that they provise une 
storage to be replenished the dull 
gona. 

Such storage is feasible and can be 
finanelally remynerative by differen 
rates and prices. Public safety deman 
the installation of storage facilities at the 
place of consumption. 

No adequate lution can be found ex- 
cept through organized co-operation of the 
eperators, labor, railroads and large con- 
sumers. Under existing laws as to com- 
binations such co-operation cannot be car- 
Therefore, we believe that some 


I 


Federal legislation is necessary permit- 
ting such co-operation under competent 
Government authority. 

The committee announced that Senator 
Calder, before his return to New York, 
had wired the following comment on 
this program:

In the event that municipal and State 
authorities fail to pass the restrictive 
measures, the threat was made to seek 
a Constitutional amendment containing 
a series of ‘* blue laws.’ 

Dr. Harry L. Bowlby, the General Sec- 
retary, declared yesterday that the or- 
ganization was a fighting one and was 
well prepared to conduct an intensive 
campaign. Backed by sixteen religious 
denominations, he. said, the alliance was 
already theroughly organized in twenty- 
one States and tne work of organizing it 
in other States was proceeding rapidly. 

Dr.;Bowlby said that the-alliance was 
already working on a bill providing for 
a Sunday rest law in the District of 


Columbia whicn would be introduced 
into. the next Congress. In the event 
that such a measure was passed, and 
he seemed confident that it would be, 
Dr. Bowlby said it ould focus the 
attention of the rest of the country on 
the sort of legislation the alliance was 
favoring.
